PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 2.—Henry H. 
Holmes was convicted of murder in the first 
degree at 8:15 to-night for the killing of 
Benj. F. Pietzel. 

The jury retired to the deliberation at 
6:30 this afternoon. According to one of their 

. number, they had reached their verdict be- 
fore the doors had closed on them. After 
they ate their supper, they took a vote and 
every man of the twelve answered, ‘‘guilty 
of murder in the first degree.“ But, how-

The Sheriff refused to let him perform last 
night because he was under bail, but now 
that the legal proceedings are off, Gov. 
Clarke has advised that he be let alone as 
long as he does not violate the law.

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REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 


Canvass of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
Shows That Many Do Not Vote. 


The canvass of the Twenty-sixth Ward by 
the Election Commissioners was ended Sat- 
urday afternoon. In this ward the vote of 
1892 was 8,322. The registration up to Aug. 
23 was 6,167. The canvass shows that there 
are 9,139 voters in the ward. 

The ward’s growth has been very general 
and not in spots. In the block on the west 
line of the city, south of Easton avenue, 
there was one vote registered, none cast in 
any election, and the canvass shows 2 
males over 21 years old. In the block be- 
tween Haston, Belt, Ridge and Burd av- 
enues 1 vote was cast in 1892, 4 votes are reg- 
istered and the canvass shows 2 males of 
lawful age. 

The block on the southeast corner of St. 
13 and Marcus avenues shows (votes in 
voting e. The block between Page, Pen- 
dleton, Cook and Newstead avenues shows 
a vote in 1892 of 3, a registration of 9 and 5&3 

ales of voting age. hat between Evans, 

andeventer, age and Easton avenues 
hows a vote in 2 of 46, a registration of 
and 147 males of voting age. 

The law obliges the Commission to consid- 
er only actual voters in making the new 
precincts, and, of course, all of these 9,000 
males of voting age cannot be considered 
actual voters, but the number of precincts 

the ward will certainly be more than 2. 
he exact measure to apply to the number 
of voters in each ward will not be chosen 
by the Election Board till the ward can- 
vass is finished. With the figures showing 
the vote, registration and number of males 
of voting age in each block before the 
the commissioners can draw the precinc 
nes in a day in all of the wards. 

The canvass of the Twenty-sixth Ward 
was done in sixteen days. The six assist- 
ants who did this will begin Tuesday on the 
Twenty-eighth. The Twenty-seventh will 
follow, and after that the — N and part 
of the Eleventh and Twenty-Afth.

the increase of production in this State,

Missouri does not boast that it is a lum- 
ber State, but in 1894 it marketed 296,130,- 
430 feet of lumber, in addition to 2,186,144 
crossties and 40,000,000 feet of logs. In 
1894, 44,160,662 pounds of poultry were 
marketed, nearly four times as many 
pounds as were marketed in 1890. In the 
same “bad year“ 33,461,155 pounds of can 
goods were shipped, whereas four years 
before the amount was only 1,380,000. The 
shipments of corn rose from 6,898,620 
bushels in 1890 to 10,960,732 bushels in 1894. 
In 1894 the shipments of eggs were nearly 
twice as great as in 1891, and the amount 
of hides shipped in 1894 was five times as 
great as in 1891. 

These statistics of shipments, with the 
exception of corn, relate to the minor 
productions of the State. But the enor- 
mous percentage of increase speaks vol- 
umes for the growth of the State, the 
richness and rapid development of its 
resources and the increase of wealth. 
Missouri can. safely challenge the rest 
of the Union to a competitive exposition.

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion does a work of the greatest benefi- 
cence in large cities. It is a center of 
wholesome influences for thousands of 
young men whojare drawn away from 
home and thro upon ‘their own re- 
sources. It supplies them with the next 
best substitute for ho.wes and with the 
means of physical, mental and moral 
cultivation. It brings them in contact 
with eleveting forces. 

But the work of the institution cannot 
be properly done without adequate facil- 
ities, which St. Louis has lacked hitherto 
and will lack until the new building in 
course of erection at Grand and Franklin 
avenues is completed. 

The completion: of this building will 
afford the local Young Men’s Christian 
Association ample facilities and will en- 
able it to carry on its work on a scale 
adequate to the needs of the city.

it may be done without great cost. We 
have also emphasized the attractiveness 
and wholesome effect of trees and the 
need of their systematic culture. 

The suggestion of Sir Charles Gibson 
that a new belt of parks be provided 
beyond Carondelet, Forest and O’Fallon 
Parks is no more visionary now than 
was the provision of the parks mentioned 
twenty years ago. At that time these 
parks were far in the country and the 
people were completely cut off 
hem, far more so than they would now 

. from. parks located six or eight miles 
beyond them. 

Within twenty years at the present rate 
of growth every one of the suburban 
parks will be in the center of thickly 
settled districts and a new city with 
new heeds will lie beyond, while rapid 
transit will make it an easy matter to 
wach any point from the heart of the 
old city, within a radius of twenty miles. 

It is the part of wisdom for the people 
of a growing city to lay broad founda- 
‘tions for the future: The provision for 
the needs of St. Louis cannot be made 
upon too liberal a scale. The prophetic 
eye cannot now limit the measure of its 
growth.

Taking a period of several years 
the increase of production in this State 
as shown by the shipments has been 
enormous. ) : 

Missouri does not boast that it is a lum- 
ber State, but in 1894 it marketed 296. 180. 
430 feet.of lumber, in addition to 2,186,144 
crossties and 40,000,000 feet of logs. In 
1894, 44,160,662 pounds of poultry were 
marketed, nearly four times as many 
pounds as were marketed in 1890. In the 
same bad year” 33,461,155 pounds of can 
goods were shipped, whereas four years 
before the amount was only 1,380,000. The 
shipments of corn rose from 6,898,620 
bushels in 1890 to 10,960,732 bushels in 1894. 
In 1894 the shipments of eggs were nearly 
twice as great as in 1891, and the amount 
of hides shipped in 1894 was five times as 
great as in 1891. 

These statistics of shipments, with the 
exception of corn, relate to the minor 
productions of the State. But the enor- 
mous percentage of increase speaks vol- 
umes for the growth of the State, the 
richness and rapid development of its 
resources and the increase of wealth.

It is a center of 
wholesome influences for thousands of 
young men who are drawn away from 
home ahd thrown upon ‘their own re- 
sources.

TAXES INSURANCE 
COMPANIES PAY. 


Annual Statement of State Su- 
perintendent J. B. Waddill. 


THE BUSINESS DONE IN 1894. 


Companies Organized in Other States 
Received $10,714,070 in Premiums 
in Missouri Last Year. 


. 


Superintendent of Insurance J. B. Wad- 
dill has just closed his books for the 
business of 18%. His statement shows 
that the total amount of premiums re- 
ceived in the State of Missouri by in- 
surance companies of all kinds, except 
those organized in Missouri, was $10,714,070. 

The tax on this is 2 per cent, except in 
the case of companies coming under the 
retaliatory clause of the Missouri law. 
They pay the same here as is charged Mis- 
souri companies doing business in their 
State. The aggregate amount of the tax is 


$215, 230. 

The aggregate of premiums paid by fire 
insurance companies for 1894 was $4,843,741. 
The tax on this amount netted the State 
$97,710.95. 

The insurance companies as a class are 
the promptest taxpayers in the State. Supt. 
Waddill sent his notices to the companies 
on July 1. Their statements were all in 
and the tax paid before the end of 127 
except two companies which paid early in 
August. Some of the notices went to 
Maine, California and Louisiana, and some 
as far as Canada. There now remains of 
the tax only $13.38, unpaid. This is due 
—— a company which has gone into Udul- 

tion. 


As compared with last year’s statement, 
the total premium receipts show an increase 
for 188 of $496,699, but the fire premiums 
Show a loss of $101,062. The total prémiums 
for last year on 1893 business were $10,280,381. 
The aggregate tax was $206,817. The fire 
premiums for the same time were $4,949,793, 
and the tax $100,047, 

The companies pay a tax on their gross 
receipts and are not permitted to deduct 
expenses, commissions or losses. The tax 
is divided in two parts, one-half going at 
ence to the State, ine other half tc the

DESERTED HIS YOUNG WIFE 


Mrs. Christina Callison’ s Husband Dis- 
appears With $1,200 of Her Money. 


Mrs. Christian M. Callison, a frail little 
woman 30 years of age, finds herself alone 
and penniless in a large city. Six weeks ago 
she was married, and a few days ago her 


husband deserted her ih St. Louis, taking 
with bim $1,200, the money she pos- 
sessed on earth.

Letters Sent Out by the Administra- 
tion Counseling Its Representatives 
to Make a Record.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2.—All inter- 
est is centered in the coming elections. The 
situations in New Yerk, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky aud Ohio are attracting most atten- 
tion. The contests im these States are re- 
garded as having great significance. The 
result must have a bearing on the contest 
for the presidency and for this reason the 
Administration at the eleventh hour is send- 
ing out letters to its representatives to 


make a record. Bets are being freely of- 
fered on the election of Mr. Lowndes, the 
Republican candidate for Governor of Mary- 
land. The lowest estimate made by the 
Republicans of that State is a majority 
of 5,000 for their ticket. The campaign has 
resolved itself into an organized opposition 
to Gormanism. A full State ticket to be 
chosen will select the successor to Senator 
Gibson. Nearly all the opposition to Gor- 
man comes from Cleveland sources, but the 
President has cunningly remained silent. 

In Kentucky there is an administration 
and an antl- administration fight in the 
Democratic ranks which encourages the 
Depublicans to greater efforts than they 
have ever before made to carry the State. 
Senator Blackburn is a candidate for re- 
election and T. W. Hardin is the candidate 
for Governor. They are making a free 
silver canvass on the gold platform dictated 
by Secretary Carlisle. It is understood in 
Democratic circles that President Cleve- 
land, while anxious for the defeat of Hardin 
and Blackburn, does not care to be held re- 
sponsible for the loss of the State. The 
Republicans have confidence in the strength 
of their candidate for Governor, Mr. W. O

In Massachusetts, Gov. Greenhalge is a 
candidate for re-election. The Democratic 
norhinee is ex-Congressman George F. 
Williams. The campaign has been without 
special features and the Republicans are 
chnfident of their usual majority. 1 

In New Jersey it is reported that the 
mosquitoes have been almost driven out 
by thessounds of the campaigning that has 
been going on there for four weeks. The 
Republican candidate for Governor is John 
W. Griggs and the Democratic candidate 
is Chancellor Alexander T. McGill. The 
campaign has been one of the hardest 
fought in the history of that State, and both 
sides claim the victory. 

In Maryland the fight within the Demo- 
cratic party against the leadership of Sen- 
ator rman, which has been going on 
several years, culminated ae year in the 
Mugwumps and Cuckoos of Baltimore bolt- 
ing the Democratic State ticket and unit- 
ing with the Republicans against the Sena- 
tor. John E. Hurst, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for Governor is a strong candidate and 
Senator Gorman has had personal charge of 
the campaign. He has made several speeches 
in the State, and has made the fight of his 
life to retain Maryland in the Democratic 
column. There seems to be little doubt of 
the election of the Democratic ticket. 

More than one candidate for a Presi- 
ge nomination next year will await 
t returns from Ohio on Tuesday night 
with fevered interest. Gov. McKinley is 
the strong candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Président. But if the tre- 
mendous majority that put him in office is 
overcome and the State goes Democratic 
this year, in the opinion of many politi- 
clans, his chances will be knocked higher 
than a kite. Ex-Gov. Campbell is by long 
odds the most popular Democrat in Ohio. 
He accepted the nomination this year with 
great reluctance, but has made one of the 
mast remarkable campaigns on record in 
that State of lively campaigns. ,He has 
been speaking day and night since/shis nom- 
ination.

The accident wrought 
a terrible transformation. She was crushed 
by heavy timbers and scalded py steam 
from the engine. The skin and flesh of 


head was boiled off: over the parietal 
ote there was 1. es about the size 
of the hand entirely bared to the white 
skull, where the unfortunate woman had 
been literally scalped; the eyelids were 
boiled off, and so was the skin of her face 
down to the nose; the cartilaginous parts of 
both ears were gone, only small stumps re- 
maining on either side of her mutilated 
head; the flesh cf her neck and left shoulder 
blade were boiled off, and the left shoulder 
blade protruded; she had fallen at the time 
of the collision with her arms over her 
head, and the arms were boiled entirely 
from the forearms to the points of the fin- 
gers; it was necessary that both eyes 
should be removed, and that the left hand 
should be amputated, and all but the thumb 
of the right hand. 

Yet to-day this woman ig a presentable 
person, with vestiges of her former beauty. 
She lives the life of the ordinary woman of 
wealth; she attends social gatherings and 
receptions and entertains in her pretty 
home on Highland avenue. She wears dia- 
monds and dresses handsomely.’ A curly 
brown wig covers the scalpless head and 
the places where the ears were; blue gl 
hide the eye cavities; cosmetics make her 
face sightivy where the skin grafts have 
grown. Her pretty mouth and chin are 
uninjureds On 
that remains of her right hand, she wears 
a fine solitare dlamond ring, and the stump 
of her left arm is hidden beneath the lace 
of her sleeve. She goes to church. She 
has once been to New York since her 
accident on a several days’ visit. 

When her wounds were first dressed the 
scalp and all that was left of the hair peeled 
off in the doctors’ hands; the ears and the 
flesh from her hands dropped off when 
touched. Great pieces of skin peeled from 
the inside of her mouth and throat. 

The hospital surgeons Believed that death 
would end her agony during the night hours. 
But in the morning they found her still 
alive, clear-headed, courageous, enduring 
with a vitality and spirit that scarcely 
seemed possible in 80 frail a woman. 

Then began the fight of science for her 
life. For days her life hung by a feeble 
thread. But the patience of science was 
infinite. a 

She was swathed in the softest surgical 
cotton; she lay upon bags of ice: she was 

ven hypodermic injections constantly to 

eep up the action of the heart and to al- 
lay the intense pain; her wounds were 
dressed every few hours in antiseptic dress- 
ing fluid, and she was bathed in the dress- 
ing fluid. 

In a few days the blackened and swollen 
skin began to slough off until the upper 
layer was gone, leaving the surface raw and 
bleeding. 

Her left hand was amputated just above 
the wrist in the hope of saving as much of 
her arm as possible; she knew that a sec- 
ond amputation would probably be neces- 
Bary. 

The injuries to her head gave her great 
agony; the surgeons feared that the inner 
plate of the skull might have been injured 
and that the gathering pus in that event 
would give nervous trouble.

Her hearing was 
saved: she ame able to eat light gruels 
and broths, the grafts on her mutilated 
thumb showed hea'thy growth, so that she 
would not be entirely helpless in her loss 
of hands when the cure was completed. 
The fever died from her brain, and reason 


came back to her. 

Day by day she ned in strength, yet 
very slowly, for each dressing of her wounds 
was exquisite torture. The doptor watched 
with her many nights of agony, administer- 
ing hypodermic injections to keep her alive 
under this terrible rack of pain. One dress- 
ing of her wounds sometimes required three 
hours, so sensifive was she to each touch, 
so terrified at each additional pang. so pite- 
ous in her supplications to escape the nec- 
ess treatment which made her writhe in 
every nerve of feeling. 

As her strength was able to bear them 
other skin-grafting operations were made, 
and with marvellous success. Ty pieces 
of skin from her Sisters body took root 
on the mutilated scalp, face, neck and thumb 
of Mrs. Baldwin, and with careful antiseptic 
dressing a new surface of skin developed 
from them. 

Now, over three years after the accident, 
she is in fLomparative health.

The last 
jubilee of Pope Leo XIII. brought to the 
Vatioan $600,000.

$20. Surely this is not extravagant, and it 
would seem that in this case, at least, mis- 
sions have been quite successful. 


An Erroneous Impression. 

Right in line with the above paragraph 
may be mentioned this fact: Much is being 
said and written these days against foreign 
missionary work. In the minds of many 
one of the strongest—though actually the 
very weakest—arguments advanced nst 
contributing to foreign missions is that so 
much of the money is absorbed before the 
field ie reached. This impression prevails to 
a large extent; a great mistake, however. 
The truth is simply this: More than 90 cents 
of every dollar reaches the field and the 
workers. The annual report of the American 
Board showed that for the last twenty years 
the expense of auditing the board’s affairs 
absorbed but 6.1 per cent of the receipts, 

The average for the last ten years is 6.5 
per cent.

1. Tam named Firmin La Roche, sailor, 
living in St. Louls, and I was present at the 
earthquake which lately occurred above and 
below the mouth of the River Ohio along 
both shores of the River Mississippi. There 
were with me the Fr. Joseph of the Mission 
to the Osages, returning home to France; 
Jacques Menier, Dominic Berges, Leon 
Sarpy, Henry Lamel, five other men and the 
negro slave Ben, who was killed at New 
Madrid. I had three boats and I was taking 


to New Orleans some furs bought in St. ; 
Louis. 
„2. We set out from St. Louis on Nov. 8, 


1811, but because of an accident to one of 
the boats we were four days delayed near 
the mouth of the (probably Meramec), and 
again we had to stop for a time at the 
Cc res, so that on the evening of Nov. 15 
we tied up maybe eight miles north of New 
Madrid, near the house of my cousin, John 
Le Clerq. 

‘3. No, we did not notice that the weather

that there was clouds in the sky. I think 
not. Neither does Fr. Joseph remember. 
After we had supper we went to sleep, and 
I was awakened by a crash like thunder, 
and the boat turned upon its side so that 
Lamel, who slept beside, was thrown on me 
and both fell against the side. It was 
vevry dark then. After perhaps half 
an hour, when| we got away from 
the bank, we looked at the watch and it 
was 3 o’clock. When I could see, the trees 
on the shore were falling down and great 
masses of earth tumbled into the river. 
Lamel cut the rope that tied us to a log 
that was there, and in a moment 80 great 
a wave came up the river that I have never 
geen one like it at sea. It carried us back, 
north, up-stream for more than a mile, and 
the water spread out upon the banks, even 
covering maybe three or four miles inland. 
It was the current going backward. Then 
this wave stopped and slowly the river went 
right again. 

‘Pverywhere there was noise like thun- 
der, and the ground was shaking the trees 
down, and the air was thick with some- 
thing like smoke. There was much light- 
ning. We believed we must surely die. Fr. 
Joseph gave absolution. We did not see 
either of the other two boats; one of them 
we never saw ain, nor do I know wheth- 
er the men in it were drowned. I do not 
know how long this went on, for we were 
all in great terror, expecting death.“ 

The following is in another writing, prob- 

iy the priest's: 

“I think there were two great shocks 
about half an hour apart and many small 
ones between and after. The water rose 
so where we were that a tree on the bank 
whose top must have been thirt feet 
above the river level was covered all over. 
All of the crew were sleeping and awoke 
greatly confused and frightened, so that 
even a fe hours after, when we were 
again safe, nobody could agree in his recol- 
lection of that awful night. It was dark. 
We saw two houses on fire on the left bank, 
and when we came to New Madrid there 
were houses also burning there. The peo- 
ple were crowded out upon the hillside and 
were in great fear. We tied up to the shore 
about dawn, and a hickory tree fell upon 
the boat, killing the negro, Ben, and break- 
ing the left ~~ the patron; also the boat 
was damaged. e ran upon shore, think- 
ing we would be drowned, but the vessel 
did not sink. Some ae — called to us that 
we should bac upom the water, or 
that we would be killed. We went on, fear- 
ing the land less than the river. When 
the people there, about twenty At this place, 
understood that there was a priest present 
they knelt and had absolution, There were 
small shocks now and then and much rum- 
bling that htened us greatly, as we 
looked for nothing but our destruction, and 
these noises, we , foreran our 
end. The sound was in the ground, some- 
times muffied and me’ sometimes it 
cracked and crashed, not like thunder, but 
as though a t sheet of ice had broken.

The only exception. is that the head is cut 
off, kept for several days and then made 
into a stew, The brain is considered the 

delicacy, @nd generally goes to 
the chief. The meat of human flesh tastes 
not unlike veal. The skin is never eaten, 
because when baked it becomes somewhat 
leathery and tough. That human beings 


Are eaten for any religious or superstitious 


reason — 8 Hinde denied, and said it was 
done purely for food. 

Cannibais do not eat the flesh of mem- 
ere of thelr immedtate family. Capt. 
Hinde told of a man who having been 
killed, his twe sons handed the body over to 
a circle of friends, who ate it for him. 

The most horrible of all the facts given 
by Capt. Hinde was his description of the 
manner in which cannibals prepare victims 
for eating. It has been said that some of 
these people Keep a stock of prisoners on 
hand, fattening them until suitable for kill- 
ing. Capt. Hinde shows that among the 
tribes of the Bangala race these prisoners 
are frightfully tortured under the belief 
that it makcs their flesh more tender and, 
oonsequentiy, more palatable. 

One method resembles in a painful degree 
the way in which the goose is prepared 
for pate de fole gras, all the joints of the 
man being broken, even to those of his fin- 
gers and toes. He is then buried up to his 
neck in a clayey earth ile around his 
temporary grave huge pits are dug wherein 
a fire is kept constantly burning. The heat 
keeps the buried man in a profuse perspir- 
ation. Men attend to the fires, sot the 
temperature may be kept up. 

Other men take turns in Feeding the head 
that is kept above ground, rapes into the 
mouth bananas, palm of] and nutri- 
tious eatables that have a tendency to fat- 
ten. There is hardly any int ssion in 
this compulsory eating and drin during 
the three or four days the man is kept in 
this awful position. At the end of that time 
he is dug up, more dead t alive, but con- 
siderably fatter and softer than he. was 
when he was put down, and aoe he ~ 
promptly killed. What rei instinc 
prompts the cannibal to kill his yietim be- 
fore he roasts him ts not known, but, with 
very few exceptions, this is done.
